McFadden admitted Farhang’s chances of resuming his 
position at CSUS are “pretty limited, pretty smaii,” .

Farhang is currently not a U.S 
citizen, and retains his visiting 
status in the United States as long 
as he keeps his post in the United 
Nations.

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Recession may affect CSUS students

CSUS Art Professor Jose Mon- 
toya, the final speaker of last 
week's MECHA - sponsored Cinco 
de Mayo activities, told an 
audience of about 50 in the 
Redwood Room Thursday that if 
Chicano culture is to endure, “all 
of us (Chicanos) have to become 
infinitely more creative than we've 
ver been in the past, in ail areas, in 
ll of the various disciplines 

“Being asked to be creative may 
not be as difficult as it sounds 
once we understand what brand of 
creativity we are talking about 
Montoya said “There is a creative 
process that is uniquely ours that 
has always been there. What has 
clouded its definition has been tnat 
we have insisted on striving for a 
paradigm that was alien to us 

According to Montoya, a “de - 
culturation process’ fostered 
largely by American media has 
resulted in many Chicanos aban 
doning many aspects of their 
culture and, worse, becoming 
critical of those aspects of the 
Culture that white society may find 
unpalatable, such as barrio art and 

w - riders 

“Imagine all of the creativity 
that forms the daily aesthetics of 
barrio life the cooking, the way 
people dress, the music. the 
transformation of a chrome 
monstrosity from Detroit into a 
work of sculpture,’ Montoya ex- 


plained 
This creativity, coupled with an 
intangible tenacity for survival 


provides the foundation for the 
creative force according to Mon 
toya which will perpetuate 
Chicano culture 

‘What has happened to the 
Chicano movement?” Montoya 
asked rhetorically “We kicked ass 
and got Raza studies programs 
and EOP (Educational Op- 
portunity Program). But where are 
the products of those efforts? We 

came experts at proposal writ- 
@.. and got money from the 
Department of Labor and HEW 
(Housing, Education and Welfare)

But aside from the art programs 


and the murais and some irmm- 
portant inroads concerning the 
plight of the undocumented 
worker, very little has changed out 
in the streets.” 

Montoya identified the United 
Farm Workers as being perhaps 
the most successful segment of 
the Chicano movement because 
they had one focai point — “Ia tier- 
a,” the land 


‘They took on some formidable 
opponents such as agri 
business and the teamsters 
against incredible odds But in 
Chavez they had a leader who nar 
rowed his organizationai efforts to 
one focal point the campesino 

the tiller of the soi! and so they 
have triumphed and from that 
triumph they have activated other 
areas of concern ~- education, ser- 
vice centers and Clinicas,” he said 

The mistake others in the 
Chicano movement made. ac 
cording to Montoya, was trying to 
organize ethnic studies, establish 
service centers, create Community 
action programs and “a million 
other things at the same time." A 
singular, unifying strand was often 
missing 

Tapping the resources of the 
Chicano community, becoming 
culturally self - sufficient and re 
jecting media imposed 
stereotypes of the Chicano com 
munity are ways that Montoya said 
a creative force can be established 
perhaps to become that unifying 
strand 

It can no longer be only the 
vision of the artist that serves as 
the beacon to illuminate the 
educational path of our people 
That responsibility now falls on all 
of us. from the senora at the 
caneria to the suit and tie state 
worker from the curandera to 
the MDs and PHD s.." Montoya 
stated 

And whatever training we may 
nave or will acquire in the future 
has to be directed toward sup- 
porting and contributing to the 
struggle of our people rather than 
for our Own self interests ”

Two professors ot 
mathematics, H Stewart 
Moredock and Gordon Glabe 
both 64 years old, have seen a lot 
of changes on the CSUS campus 
in their respective 30 and 25 years 
as faculty members and both 
speak with pieasure and satis- 
faction about their years on carm- 
pus 

tt is for that reason that 
Moredock will continue to teach 
half - time after he retires in June 
and why Giabe wil! also teach half 
time when he retires Moredock 
Cecided to retire at the end of this 
school year, but Glabe is still 
pondering the decision to retire in 
June 

The half time provision 
adopted by the Board of Trustees 
in 1977, allows retiring professors 
to continue teaching one full 
semester, either fail or spring, each 
year until the age of 70, the man- 
datory retirement age Moredock

Fuller explained that many of 
the most important technological 
advances in the last 50 years or so 
have been invisible. and men 
tioned increases in the tensile 
strength of steel, improvements in 
electrical devices such as tran 
sistors and in various chemical dis- 
coveries 

Fuller explained his wide range 
of interests as “experiments 

! was trying to find out what the 
universe was trying to do with hav 
ing us here and | was trying to do 
what | could to make the cir 
cumstances favorable using the 
principles which we are abie to dis 
cover which can be objectively ern- 
ployed 

“Everything about human 
beings is discovering principles 
and employing them objectively 
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said ‘Half - time is a nice way to 
phase out of teaching 

Glabe agrees, but he is not sure 
if he wants to ‘phase out" just yet 
“If Jaws Il (Prop. 9 on the June 
ballot) passes, | will definitely 
retire in June,” sayd Glabe “But if 
Jaws doesn't pass | probably won't 
retire until next spring 

The indecision for Glabe came 
about when just recently, the 
California State University and 
College trustees approved an early 
- retirement plan for this year for 
the system's employees The plan 
provides for an additional two 
years of work credit for qualified 
employees who retire by June 29 

Since retirement is computed 
on the average of the last three 
years salary, the two years of extra 
~ credit will not enlarge Glabe's in 
come hase if Proposition 9 passes 
as it would wipe out the scheduled 
nine percent pay hike due the 
system's employees this year The 
employees were given wage in 
creases last year but not the prior

The problem of iate returns or damage to. the 
rented equipment is rare, claimed Jareke, "By and 
large, students do not abuse the privilege of using 


the equipment. Every once in a while a student will 
get hung up and he doesn't get something back on 
time. But for every one late return. we have 150 to 
200 who are just really responsible and careful 
Commenting on the theft factor of these items 
“sutdents are responsible, and trustworthy, whichis 
not to say we don't get ripped off We have a lot of 
problems with rip off’ 

Vandalism is another problem for the CIM direc- 
tor, “This past weekend we had some vandalism in 
the math building where somebody smashed every 
Overhead projector up there, six of them.
